There is a tremendous lot of excitement 


in the Seventh District just now over the

is strong, to wear a button bndgo that pro- 
claims tho superiority of his particular 
wheel. 
Up to tho lust AIndlson Square 


cycle show the manufacturers of wheels 
had tried without attaining great success 
to make tho, bndgo button populnr. With 
Hocrot organizations and bicycle clubs It 
had become popular, but with the general 
public th'iro wns apathy. At this show tho 
few manufacturers who gave away bndgo 
buttons /is souvenirs nt the start were 
found by tholr rivals to bo nttrncting so 
much ntt'intion that before tho show wns 
over everybody wns offering buttons to 
visitors, nnd hundreds of thousnuds wore 
given nway.

little disks. That started tho craze. To get 
more thnn one's neighbor wnn tho uni- 
versal dot ire, and from bicycling buttons 
tho rage has spread until every kind of 
button is engorly sought.

Statement of Chauneey Depew'g. 


Dr. Chnunooy M. Dopow's statement to 


tho woman's law class of Now York uni- 
versity thnt the old prejudice against tho 
higher education of women, and particu- 
larly against tho woman who enters a pro- 
fession, Is still forcible enough to bar her 
from Boclnl recognition wns one to which 
ovory woman lawyer took exception. One 
professional womnn snys on tho subject: 


"Dr. De pew wns careless in that state- 


ment, for 3 know nt least one woman law- 
yer who is accepted by tho society in which 
Dr. Dopow moves, nnd she owes her recog- 
nition very largely to tho training that her 
study of low gave her. Hor husband is a 
lawyer also, and neither of thom was born 
Into Now York society. 
This woman 


achieved plnco for herself nnd hor husband 
by her own energy and boonuso of hor 
mental training. This prejudice that Dr. 
Dopew speaks of may still exist against 
women doctors, but I know from my own 
experience that it is n myth so fnr ns wo- 
men lawyers are concerned. If the woman 
lawyer practices, she is too busy to pay 
not out ion to tho exactions of society. Wo- 
men who work for n living or because they 
prefer to can't sacrifice valuable time to 
iftornooa receptions. If they do have the 
jjjne for society and are otherwise quail- 
Bed for It,they nro received without preju- 
dice becnuso of their profession.''
